Spartacus was a noble native of Thrace, 
now Boumelia, in Turkey. 
After ser- 
vice in the Boman army he was reduced 
to slavery and made a gladiator for de- 
sertion. With some companions and 
slaves he escaped ana by insuring free- 
dom to all slaves he increased his forces 
to 70,000 men. He defeated the »»uperior 
Boman 
forces successively until he 
aroused the republic. In his flight to 
Sicily he was slain by Marcus Licinius 
CrasBus, the great Boman prseter, sev- 
enty-one years before the birth of Christ. 
The gladiators were originally malefac- 
tors who fought for their lives or free- 
dom in the Boman amphitheaters.

of the Blue mountains, and the rich farms in 
the adjacent valley land are all plainly visi- 
ble on a clear day. 
Then the well planned 
grounds, which are handsomely terraced with 
flower plots and shaded walks, serve in con- 
junction with the splendid prospect to make 
this spot the most desirable for the site of the 
state capitol. * The buildings are of the most 
substantial, unpretentious 
style of archi- 
tecture, with great white columns supporting 
the roofs of the porticoes over the main en- 
trances. 


In the northern wing of the principal build- 
ing is placed the state library. 
It occupies a 
position from which it has twice been re- 
moved through fear of destruction, once 
when in its infancy, during the dark days of 
the revolution, and again when Lee's army 
threatened to cross the mountain wall, and 
devastate the pretty little capitol city and its 
environment of fair farm land, it was hastily 
packed in cars and convej-ed to Philadelphia 
for safety. 


INTERIOR OF LIBRARY. 


Around the four sides of the library a 
gallery containing many cases of rare books 
is supported from the main floor by Corinthian 
pillars. 
Along the front of this gallery are a 
number of remarkably fine portraits of the 
famous soldiers and statesmen who have fig- 
ured in the history of the state or country. 
Especially deserving of mention is a life size 
canvas of (Jen. Winfield Scott Hancock. The 
entire interior is painted a soft white color, 
and is well lighted by skylights and windows, 
and from these windows, while one reads at 
the cozy little tables, a view of the distant 
hiUs and valleys may be obtained. 


Several j^ears ago, while rummaging through 
the loft of the capitol, a mnuhar of old 
parchment deeds were found by the work- 
jnen engaged in repairing the dome. 
They 
were covei-ed with dust and cobwebs, but 
after a little cleaning piweil to be the origi- 
nal parchment deeJs wherebj'the lands bor- 
dering on tbe Susque- 
hanna river were ceded 
to the white settlei-s by 
the chiefs of the vari- 
ous Indian tribes 
of 
this stalf>.

Mr. Stuck, H iio was prominently connect- 
ed with I'h'^ Oil Cit)-^ Derrick in this state, 
has but i-ecently been appointefl state libra- 
rian. 


The law library, which is in a special part 
of the i-ooni, is tbe finest and most complete 
in the country. 
Veterinary surgeon.s and 
horse breeders from all parts of the state are 
constantly here consulting one of the largest 
collection of books on the horse that can be 
found on this or the other side of the Atlantic. 
The works of Audubon are complete, and 
form a library in themselves. 


A fine set of "Americana" is the special 
pride of the librarians, and a book has just 
been purchased of the Vatican library, at 
Rome, which cost much money and is very 
rare and old. 
This book is to be consigned 
to the "Americana" collection, with which 
subject it deals. 
In a case in one comer of 
the room an excellent collection of old newe- 
papers and pamphlets are kept. 
Some of 
them are yellow and rotten with age. 


A splendid bronze bust of VVashington and 
an excellent cast of the goddess Minerva have 
been placed in the library. 
There is on ex- 
hibition here a stone eagle brought from the 
ruins of the Alexandrian Troas, in Egypt, 


Altogether, there is not a better fitted 
library connected with a state capitol in the 
country 
The scene is a busy one when, 
during the sessions of the legislature, the mem- 
bers rush in here to consult tbe authorities 
apon some important subject which has been 
brought up in the house. 
The books are only 
loaned to members of the various official 
bodies connected with the state government. 


Economical Travel In England. 


On 
the London and Northwestern railway during 
tbe ñ x months ending with June, 1886, 25,- 
148,.%! passengers were carried. 
Of these 
22,457,620 traveled third class, 1,681,401 sec- 
ond class and 980,592 first class.
